The main pipe line consists of the following : 
Ten inch, 442 feet ; 8 inch, 7,659 feet: 6 inch, 19,175 feet; 4 inch 
9,918 feet; 2 inch, 300 feet. Total, 37,454 feet. 


Extension of Mains, 

During the year 3,142 feet of main pipe line has been laid, as fol- 
lows: Cottage street, 890 feet, Ash street, 556 feet; Pleasant street, 
836 feet; Prospect street, 400 feet; North street, 480 feet; Myrtle 
street, 195 feet. 

An application was received late in the season for the extension 
of the main from Elm through West street, as far as the Boston & 
Maine railroad. The application was considered by the Board and 
accepted, but owing to the lateness of the season, it was thought 
best to defer laying the same until spring. 

It has been deemed advisable by the Board to limit the time for 
application for extension otf water mains to August Ist, thus giving 
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ample time for consideration by the Board, and completing the 
work before the ground becomes frozen. 

The Pleasant street main was extended so as to connect with the 
main in Orchard street, thus giving a complete circulation. 

The greater part of the Pleasant street main was laid in same 
trench with the sewer, and the cost divided. 

As will be noticed from the Financial Report, the cost of ae 
the 3,142 feet of new main was $1,831.26, which shows the work 
has been done in an economical manner. 


Repairs and Improvements. 
The year has proved a fortunate one in regard to repairs needed, 
and there has been but few leaks. 
Registers have been attached to the pumps, accurately numbering 
the strokes of the pumps and giving accurate record of the number 
of gallons of water pumped each day. |

General Remarks, 

From the first summary in the financial report, it appears that 
the Water Works are self-supporting. At the beginning of the 
year the Board anticipated paying the interest on the bonded debt 
in addition to the running expenses, from the income from the 
water receipts, but owing’to the numerous applications for the ex- 
tension of the main pipe line, we have fallen short one thousand 
dollars from doing so. The extension of the main in every instance 
showed an increase of over 6 per cent. in the cost, and was consid- 
ered by the Board actually necessary, 

In December, Mr. F. W. Sawyer, who has served as Registrar of 
the Board of Water Commissioners from the time of the purchase 
of the system by the town, tendered his resignation. Owing to the 
large increase of the duties connected with his business, Mr. Saw- 

yer felt that he could not give the attention to the work connected 
with the Registrar’s duties which the office required of him. 

The vacancy on the Board for Mr. Sawyer’s unexpired term was 
filled by the appointment of Mr. John Hadlock, and Mr. C. L. Wil- 
kins was chosen Treasurer and Registrar of the Board. Mr. Wil- 
kins can be found at the office of Wilkins’ Bros. factory on Union 
street, near the Boston & Maine railroad. 

The value of the system of Water Works to the town has again 
been demonstrated within a few weeks, at the fire at P. Bartlett & 
Son’s hosiery, in January, and within a few days at the fire in 
Morse, Kaley & Co.’s mill. Doubtless in each instance a total loss 
would have ensued had it not been for the town water works. 

We now lack but four of having 400 water services, showing a 
good increase during the year, and in this connection it is urged by 
the Board that persons wishing the water service installed, should 
make their application as early in the season as they can.

REPORT OF 
The Board of Health. 


Generally healthful conditions have prevailed throughout our 
town during the past year. A comparison of the compiled vital 
statistics of 1895 with those of 1894, exhibits improvement. A 
smaller number of people have been seriously ill. The sudden 

; 


changes in temperature incident to our “New England weather’ 
a fact winch attests 


have been as a rule surprisingly well borne 
more yigorous health and improved power of endurance. The per. 
centage of deaths during the twelve months is smaller than that of 
last year, although the year 1894 was a decided improvement in this 
respect over previous oves. 

No epidemic has accurred, and such diseases as are largely avoid- 
able by proper observance of sanitary laws have been rare. 

Among diseases popularly known as ‘catching,’ three cases of 
scarlet fever were observed, also, two of diphtheria, and one 
of typhoid fever. These cases were carefully quarantined, and 
strict attention given to necessary disinfection and cleansing of 
premises where the diseases occurred. 

Several wells have been found, by analysis, to contain water 
wholly unfit for domestic purposes. Teo much care in the seleetion 
of our drinking water cannot be exercised, and the attention of all 
in this matter is earnestly recommended. . Any water supply can, if 
suspected, be thoroughly tested and its exact condition demonstrated. 
Our state furnishes, through the health officers of each town, a 
means of deciding the good or bad qualities of drinking water, and 


‘ 
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any source of supply should, if suspected, be examined without 
delay. We desire to call the attention of all the inhabitants of the 
town, wherever situated, to the importance of a careful supervision 
of their wells. 

We continue to regard the water supply of the village as fully up 
to the excellent standard established by the analysis made in 1894, 
and regard its general use as an important contribution to those in- 
fluences which make for the general good health of our community. 

The completion of the sewer from Souhegan street, through the 
greater portion of Pleasant street, has been made, and is a valuable 
and important addition to our sewer system. No more necessary 
or valuable public improvement has been made in Milford for years. 

We believe that the town, in appropriating yearly a sum of money 
for the building of an additional section to our sewer system, is 
following an eminently wise and prudent course, and one that has 
already borne abundant fruit. 

A continuation of this policy for a few years longer will result 
in an extension of the most important portions of the system, suffi- 
cient to relieve the sections of those village where drainage is most 
needed, and it is in our opinion most important that no halt should 
be called in the work until a few more additions have been made. 
We recommend, therefore, that a sum of money for this purpose, 
sufficient to meet immediate requirements, should be made at our 
town meeting. 

The use of the sewer should be in a certain manner compulsory, 
where nuisances exist, not easily abated by other means, the owner 
of premises on which the nuisance occurs should be required to use 
the means thus furnished. . ; 

We have in previous reports referred to the state law, which ena- 
bles a town by vote of its citizens to adopt this compulsory arrange- 
ment. Such a measure would add largely to the value and eftect- 
iveness of the system, and should be adopted at once. 

In conclusion, it is hoped that the town will act in the same pro- 
gressive spirit as heretofore, and provide means for continuing this 
important work.

REPORT OF 


Board of Education. 


The Board of Education presents to the cttizens of Milford this 
report of the pnblic schools for the public schools for the year end- 
ing Feb. 29, 1896. 

We entered upon the work of the past year hampered in accom- 
modation, and during the first term of the year the teachers were 
obliged to do their work as best they could, and great credit is due 
to many of them that they didso well the work given them to do. 

At the opening of the Fall term we had placed in our: hands the 
tae new High School building, and the accommodations that the 
town had needed for so long were at last in our hands. 

At the opening of the new building it seemed best to the teachers 
and board alike to regrade our schools below the High,and to make 
nine grades instead of ten, giving to each grade a number, and 
valling the first, second, third, fourth and fifth grades, primary 
grades, and the remaining four, grammar grades. 

The scholars settled into their new grades with very little friction 
and the work has progressed in a very satisfactory manner thus 
far. 

In regrading, each scholar was pnt as tar ahead as it was thought 
they could go and do the work, and in some cases this has rendered 
the work for this year hard for both scholar and teacher, but anoth- 
er year will enable all scholars to become more perfectly adjusted 
to their place and work. 

It has seemed to the board for a long time that something should 
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be done in our schools in the line of regular music work, but our 
means have not allowed us to have a special teacher and so nothing 
has been done. During the winter term we have introduced the 
American music system into our three lowest grades and we are in 
hopes to introduce the same system into all the grades another 
year. 

Our schools are now well accommodated and well graded and we 
can assure the citizens, are all doing good work. We have a most 
excellent corps of teachers and we feel that if our citizens will be 
as liberal to our schools in the future as they have been in the 
past, we need have sehools second to none in the state. We wish 
that all parenss would take it upon themselves to devote more time 
to inspecting for themselves the condition of our sehools and in 
this way encourage the teachers in the good work that all are try- 
ing to do for the young people entrusted to their care.

In reviewing the work of the library for the past year it is 
gratifying to note the increase in the number of books taken out 
for home reading as well as the increase in the number of our citi- 
zens who patronize the reading room. 

By referring to the statistics of the librarian, which accompany 
this report, it will be found that 20,594 books and magazines have 
been taken out during the past year, an increase of just 2,000 over 
the year previous. This is high water mark, a circulation never 
hefore approached, and a remarkable record in a town with a popu- 
lation of less than 4,000. 

The number of visitors in the reading room was 9,540, an in- 
crease of more than 10 per cent. over last year. 

As to the classes of books that have the largest circulation, a com- 


parison with last year’s statistics shows a trifle of change in favor 
of more solid and substantial reading, which is also gratifying, as it 
shows an improvement in the public taste. 

The library is fortunate in having for librarian not only an en- 
thusiast in library work, but also one whois qualified and ever 
ready to direct the thought of the library patrons in the direction 
of the best literature. 

During the year 200 books have been added by purchase from the 
annual income of these two funds: 


THE EZRA M. GAY FUND, $5,000 
THE NANCY AVERILL FUND, $100 


The annual town appropriation of $1,000 is used solely for the 
purchase of periodicals and for the ordinary running expenses 

The trustees are deeply gratified and hereby express their appre- 
ciation of the valuable and timely gift of a very beautiful marble 
clock, made to the library by the Milford Improvement Society and 
which adorns the reading room, 

We also hereby extend our thanks to all who have presented to 
the library, books, magazines and papers, a list of which is herewith 
appended. 

A complete catalogue was printed two years ago, and appended 
to this report is a classified list of all books added since that publi- 
cation. Whenever new books are added they are at once classified 
and catalogued, and the titles of new accessions can always be 
found by consulting the card catalogue at the library.

I would like to appeal to the fathers and mothers of the town, 
especially, that in the matter of helping physicians to fill out certi- 
ficates of birth and death, they should all be as accurate as possi- 
ble, giving Town or City, as well as State or Country where born, 
and full and correctly spelled name of parents. 

With the farge and rapidly increasing number of people from 
foreign countries come to live among us, it is not strange that 
names of people and places are almost unrecognizable to their own- 
ers unless a great deal of care is taken in giving these to the physi- 
cians. These records have come to be of very great importance. A 
little care at the time of filling out the card would prevent a great 
many mistakes anda great amount of inconvenience, and some- 
times loss to individuals. The State and the Town put good time 
and money into these records and they become useless unless 
wholly reliable.
